GERMANY 18 FRIENDLY,

Her Intereste Identical with Those
of the United Btates.

New York, Jan. 12.—Major Alphonse
von Sonnenburg, the German mnllitary
expert who was at Manlla during the
blockade by the United Btates navy
after the battle of Cavite and who Is
now in this city, spealking today about
Rear Admiral Dewey, sfd: "Theras
were noever any honest difficulties bee
tween Dewey and the German admiral,
von Dlederich; théere was only i theo-
retical difference about the interprelas

tion of one word in the expression
droit de vislte—the right of search,
“The Fnglish,” Major ven Bonnen=

burg continued, *'were at the hottom of
this story of a misunderstanding. All
that the English in Manila could do to
crioate suspicion and trouble between
the two countries they did, They sent
falee storleg to Hong Kong which from
there wore telegraphed over the whole
